The fact that 
this sect was spoken against Is no evi¬ 
dence that It was wrong. Many times 
a tlihig may be wrong In men's minds, 
bemuse their Judgmrnta arc biased. If 
a tiling Is right In the tight of Clod tt 
mutters not what men think about It.
